The Office Action rejected claims 1 and 3-12 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,141,887 to Chen et al (hereinafter "Chen") in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 4,385,452 to Deschaafet al (hereinafter "Deschaaf). In addition, the Office Action 
rejected claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chen in view of Deschaaf 
and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,940,986 to Jelinek et al (hereinafter "JelineKy The 
Office Action also rejected claims 13-23 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chen in view of Deschaaf and further in view of Jelinek. The Applicant respectfully traverses 
the rejection.
